Dramatic Scene At Rote

THE BALANCE - 


A dramatic story of Signor Mus- 
solini’s repudiation of Ivar Kreu- 
ger.is told in an oftelal police re- 
port from Rome. 

It describes an Interview between 
the Duce and M. Hellner, former 
Swedish Forelgn Minister, who went 
tu Rome to seck information about 
the forged Itallan Treasury Bills 
found after Kreuger’s death. 

M. Hellner told the Italian Pre- 
mier that-theac and other signed 
documents clearly indicated nego- 
tlations with Italy, 

“Thera was nu agreement; the 
negotiations were never conclud- 
ed,” ‘suid Signor Mussolini with 
emphasis, 

The Duce then complained that 
the signature of his Finance Minis- 
ter, Signor Mosconi, found on the 
Italian Treasury billa,. was false. 
He produced six examples of Signor 
Moscont's signature on documents 
lying om his desk to prove this. 
This was confirmed ina subsequent 
Interview between M. Hellner and 
Signor Mosconl himself. 

Italy's Decision, 

Signor Boselli, Director-General 
of the Italian State Monopolies. 
later declared that Kreuger had 
also forged his signature, 

In any case, it was finally as- 
serted by Signor Mussolini, that 
neither Signor Mosconi nor Signor 
Borelll was ‘qualified to sign such 
‘documents on behalf of the Italfan 
State. F 

The climax to the dramatic In- 
quiries came at a Jater meeting be- 
tween Signor Boselli. and Moscont 
and M, Hellner. The Italian offi- 
cials ‘anid that in 1926 Kreuger, 
on his own initiative, made na pro- 


‘} posal for a monopoly of match pro- 


}duction in Italy, This was dis-

A letter dated Dec, 23; 1930, was 
produced, Thig stated that “Italy, 
having regard to the tendencious 
and. mendacious’ 1alks which have 
taken place, does not wish to con- 
tinue the negotluttons.” 

The Coat of Arms, 

The police report proceeds to 
deserlbe the meeting between Kreu- 
ger and the representative of tha 
Swedish firm which printed the 
false Treasury Bills. 

Mr. Wickmar, o director of the 
printing firm, said {hat he was sum- 


moned to see Krenger, who showed 
him a letter with the signature of 
Signor Mussolini, 

He also showed him an envelope, 
addressed to Kreuger, and bearing 
an Italian cont of arms, Kreuger 
told him that he wished to repro- 
duce this on the first Treasury billa, 

At a subsequent interview Kreu- 
ger told him that in this Italian 
transaction he had contributed 
effectively towards an agreement 
between the great Powers at the 
Geneva Conference. 

Arrested Directors ; 

The activities of the three arrest- 
ed directors, Sven Huldt, Victor 
Holm and Karl Lange, are then 
dealt with. - : 

Huldt’s story is that he way 
originally the representative of a 
match undertaking which wag pur- 
chased by Kreuger.

CRISIS EFFECTS 


“THE DESIRE FOR LIBERTY. Is 
BEING REBORN.” : 


HIS year completes a decade of 
.the Fascist regime in Italy, 
What are its prospects of endur- 
ings and how has {ta popularity 
bean affected’ by the present 
economic crisis?”—writes E. B. F. 
Wuaretng in the Daily Telegraph. | 
T have just completed an exten- 
alive investigation of the situation 
in the industrial north of” I€aly. 
Quite apart from the question of 
Fasclum the general conclusion I 
have reached is that a strong central 
Government and a traditionally 
modest standard of living will sce 
Italy through. . 
On the other hand, n certain 
change in attitude js noticeable. 
Whilst it is realised that a strong 
dictatorial Government has a more 
direct grip of the situation, eapecini- 
ly in a period of crisis, signs are 
apparent of an inercusing feeling of 
restlessness and uncertainty, not to 
any dissatisfaction. 


Change of Attitude. 


Now that the romance of Fascism 
iy passing into routine, the destre 
for Hberty is being reborn, especial 
ly amongst the young of the middle. 
class—or at least the more adven- 
turous of them, The germs of con- 
flict with the conservative elements 
of the party are springing up, 
These tendencies are for the most 
part successfully countered in the 
high schools and universities by the 
ever-growing emphasis which ‘the 
Fascist Youth Organisation lays on 
sport but [t remains to be seen 
whether they can be completely 
checked. There are signa to the 
‘jJeontrary, abcd aa 

In the working class the general 
tone ig that of resignation. Thg 
raverage work man—ig-at—the-moment. 
not so enthusiastic about — his 
“aindacato” (trade unlon) as he 
was before his wages were reduced, 
He probably now feels that the re- 
turn which it glves for the loss of 
his political freedom is not 0 
adequate as it once promised to dbo, 

To judge by the very large 
batches of Communists brought be- 
fore the Special Tribunal for the 
Defence of the State, Communism {5 
making considerable headway below 
the surface.

threatened to disrupt the Conference it is a matter for satisfaction 
and congratulation that any success was achieved at all, although 
an absolute failure was inconceiyable. To most people the agiee- 
ment is not very clear and the complexity of the phrasing will con- 
fuse many. No doubt, the wording was deliberately obscure in 
places and the failures are covered up as much as possible, The real 
value of the agreement rests on its potentialities, and it is a basia 
of future negotiation that it will possess most importance. Every- 
thing depends on the reaction of all the parties concerned, and any 
disturbance could render the work of the Conference entirely value- 
teys.. That some understanding and mutual agreement was arrived 
at is encouraging, and if progress is made on the same lines a real 
and effective accomplishment for the benefit of the world will have 
been made. : , 

There is, however, ground for mahy misgivings. The political 
declaration stating that the signatories firmly intended to eénttibnta 
to a new order which will allow the establishment and development 
of confidence between the nations if a mutual spirit of reconceilin- 
tion, collaboration and justice sounds noble enough, but conflicts 
with actualities, even if hopes are held of better things to come. 
Undoubtedly the chief accomplishment is the cancellation of re. 
parations, but after all tat was inevitable, and it is disquicting to 
note that the cancellation was not made without conditions. It 
might better be termed o reduction in reparations since Germany 
has still to find the sum of three milliards of marks. The slate was 
not wiped clean and recognition of this fact — which has not been 
given much prominence — lessens the effect of the. word — inspiring 
statements by the delegates. Yesterday's cables state that France 
has congratulated her Premier on-making the best of a bad bargain 
and that the reception of the news from J.ausanne was far from 
Joyous, it being claimed that France has given up much and received 
nothing. On the other hand Germany {s divided, the Moderates 
being thankful for the relief given and the Nationalists being

There was no sign on 
the track of a serious skid, aud 
it haa been ‘suggested that he 
died of heart failure at*the wheel.
